ALL CARS EXCEPT THE 
PULLMANS DESTROYED 


Wreck Catches Yire anda Million | 
Pieces of Mail Were Destroyed. | 
Matl Clerks Injured—Ne- 
gro Porter and a Tramp 
. Killed. 


Washington, March 2% —(Special.)—The 
northbound limited mail and _ vestibule 
passenger train, No. 38, on the Virginia 
Midland railway, of the Southern sys- 
tem, was wrecked near Covesville, Va., 
12 miles south of Charlottesville, at 4 
o’@ock this morning, by running into a 
rock slide in a deep cut. The train was 
late, and was running at a rate of 60 
miles an hour. Two mail cars and a 
baggage car were piled up on the engine, 
and five sleepers and a club cur were 
derailed. 

The wreck took fire from the engine, 
and all but the Pullman cars was com- 
pletely destroyed. A colored porter, 
named Nicholas Law, of this city, and 
an unknown tramp were killed. The 
porter’s body was burned to a crisp in the 
fre. 

John Turner, a colored fireman, was 
probably fatally burned, while the en- 
giveer and other members of the train 
crew were onty slightly injured. These 
were given surgical atention at 
Charlottesville. 

None of the passengers were hurt, but 
nearly all lost their baggage and a great 
deal of their clothing. In the two mail 
ears were rine postal clerks, and, al- 
though the cars were hroken to kindling 
wood, all.the..clerks escaped without 
eerious injury. 

Million Pieces of Mail Burned. 

The mall was entirely destroved by the 
fre, and the Joss in this respect was the | 
greatest in the history of Southern rail- 
road disasters. The clerks had just fin- 
ished assorting more than a_ million 
pieces, composing fully five tons of mat- 
ter and including several thousand regis- 
tered pieces Of great value. The loss 
cannot be estimated at the present time, 
but will amount to many thousand dol- 
lars. A greater part of the mail was on 
its way to Washington and New York. 
Very little foreign matter was included. 
Less than a dozen pieces were found !y- 
ing about after the cars were destroyed. 

A hospital train was made up at 
Charlottesville and the injured mail clerks 
were brought to this city, where they 
were taken to a hospital. They are:

Holton was pinned down by the wreck- 
age, and was discovered by his com- 
panions and released just in time to save 
him from being .burned to death. His 
hands were crushed a’‘Q!1 one finger was 
pinched. off. by the weignt of the %ebris 
which fell upon him. He was sent to his 
home in Culpeper, Va. 

George and Jack Odom in Wreck. 

Among the passengers were George and 
Jack Odom the famous jockeys, who 
were on their way to Washington to ride 
in the races this week. They lost their 
clothing, George barely succeeding in 
saving his vest, in which was concealed 
$15, 000. 

The trainmen who were injured are F. 
H. Peters, Puwilman conductor; William 
Y. Yon, engineer; E. T. Rust, conductor; 


all bruised and slightly wounded about 
the face and head. The trainmen and 
postal clerks, with the exception of Hoi- 
ton, live in this city.

What Representatives and Senators 
Will Probably Do This Week. 


HOUSE HAS CONTESTED CASE 


Oleomargarine Bill Will Occupy Most 
of the Time in the Senate—The 
Chinese Exclusion Bill. 


Washington, March 23.—There is a bare 
possibility that the fight over the ques- 
tion of Cuban reciprocity will be trans- 
ferred to the floor of the house during the 
coming week. The probabilities, how- 
ever, are that the reciprocity resolution 
introduced by Mr. Payne, the floor leader 
of the majority, after the action of the 
republican caucus Icest week, will not be 
called up until the following week, 
though upon this point ro definite de- 
cision has been reached as yet by the 
leaders. The present programme is to 
take up the army appropriation bill after 
the disposal of the Moss-Rhea contested 
election case on Tuesday. Several days 
will be consumed in general debate on 
this’ bill, as the democrats are inclined 
to use it as a text for speeches in oppo- 
sition to the policy of the. administration 
in the Philifppines.. It is a foregone con- 
clusion that Mr. Rhea will be unseated 
when the vote on his contested election 
case is taken on Tuesday. 

The oleomargarine bill will receive the 
greater share of the attention of the sen- 
ate during the present week, but if there 
should be a time when no one is pre- 
pared to speak on it, Senator Proctor, 
who will have charge of it, will give 
way to the Chinese exclusicn bill, which 
is in the hands of Senator Penrose. Sen- 
ator Proctor will call the oleomargarine 
bill up after the expiration of the morn- 
ing hour tomorrow &nd will make a state- 
ment of the intent and purpose of the 
bill. It is-probable that the consideration 
then will be postponed for a day. Sena- 
tor Proctor expresses the opinion that 
the final vote on the bill will not be leng 
postponed, and it is understood that 
those members of the committee on ag- 
riculture who are opposed to the bill will 
not contend for meny days for debate. 
Senator Proctor already has presented 
to them the desirability of fixing a time 
for a vote, ad while many senators have 
made no opposition to this proposition, 
Senator Bailey thus far has objected. 
The present jndications are that the bill 
will not be before the senate a great 
length of time. Senators Penrose, Mitch- 
ell and Fairbanks will be among those 
who will make speeches in support of the 
Chinese exclusion bill. This measure will 
provoke no little controversy. The In- 
dian appropriation bill probably will be 
reported from committee during the week 
and will feceive early attention.

It Is Asserted He Will Pre- 
sent Magnificent Sword to 
Major Jenkins 


APRIL 9 1S SCHEDULED 
AS THE PRESIOENT'S: DA 


The People of South Carolina Propose 
To Raise a Fund of $500 To 
Purchase a Handsome Blade 
for the Ex-Rough 
Rider. 


Columbia, S. C., March 23.—(Special.)— 
President’s day at the South Carolina 
exposition will be April 9, and the fea- 
ture of the day will be the presentation 
to Major Jenkins, by his former chief 
of the Rough Riders, of a beautiful sword 
from South Carolinans who honor Jen- 
kins, the son of a confederate general 
who died in battle, and who also honor 
the president. 

When Lieutenant Governor Tillnrvan 
sen* his telegram to President Roosevelt, 
withdrawing the invitation to him to pre- 
sent a $65 sword to Jenkins, the president 
was asked by those who claimed to repre- 
sent all that was worthy and honorable 
in South Carolina, if he would present a 
sword of honcr to Major Jenkins. Before 
deciding to go to Charleston the presi- 
dent replied that it would give him pléas- 
ure to participate in such a ceremony, 
and again expressed his high admiration 
for the gallant bearing of the South 
Carolinan who was his fellow-officer in 
the Rough Riders. It has now been de- 
cided that President Roosevelt will at- 
tend the exposition April 9, and the man- 
agement has arranged on the prOgramme 
for the sword presentation. 

It is probable that because of this fea- 
ture several thousand people will visit 
the exposition that day who would not 
otherwise have gore and that the presi- 
dent will have an ovation tb make amends | 
for what is everywhere considered the 
gross discourtesy offered him by a state 
Official. 

A state committee will have charge of 
the presentation ceremonies and Hugh 
S. Thompson, of the New York Life, 
former governor of South Carolina, has 


been invited and has consented to be the 
head of -the committee and speak for 
Governor 
Thompson has fcr years been an admirer 
and friend of Roosevelt. 

The sword to be givén Major Jenkins 
will cost $500 or $750. It will be purchased 
with the voluntary, spontaneous contri- 
butions from every part of South Caro- 
lina. There was no general contribution 
to the fund gotten tp by Colonel Tillman 
because of the surrounding circumstances.

SENATOR WAS OUT .OF ORDER

Objection to Ruling—Tillman Said 
He Was Sustained by Frye 
and Henderson. 


Columbia, 8S. C., March 23.—(Special.)— 
‘here will be a sensation in South Caro- 
lina tomorrow, when every paper in the 
state will carry a story branding Lieuten- 
ant Governor James H. Tillman as a fal- 
sifier in his official capacity as president 
of the senate, and it all came about from 
a ruling while a seemingly insignificant 
bill ‘‘making domesti¢, fowls subject to 
the provisions of the general stock law’’ 
was under discussion. 

President Tillman ruled out of order a 
senator who began debating on a motion 
to indefinitely postpone the bill, holding 
the motion not debatable. Senators pro- 
tested, but Mr. Tillman made them take 
their seats. 

Several days later, .Senator Sheppard 
offered a resolution requesting the senate 
committee on rules to geport on the ques- 
tion as to whether a motion ‘‘to indefi- 
nitely postpone”’ is debatable under rule 
14 of the senate. Senator Blakeney, for 
the committee, submitted a report stat- 
ing that in the opinion of the committee 
such a motion is debatable. The report 
was adopted. 

Lieuntenant Goverfior Tillman asked 
permission to state his position in the 
journal, which was granted. He said: 

‘The chair respectfully cites the com- 
mittee to Jefferson’s Manual and heartily 
commends it to the committee on rules 
for diligent study. Since making the rul- 
ing the chair has taken. occasion to in- 
quire of the two highest parliamentarians 
of this country as to the correctness of 
the same and ig much gratified to learn 
that it is suStained by them. Of course, 
the interpretation placed on the rule by 
the committee on rules will be henceforth 
ovserved, however much at variance it 
may be wiin parifamentary law.” 

That night Tillman sfated to the press 
that during the day he had wired to 
Senator krye, president of the United 
States senate, and to Speaker Henderson, 
of the house’ of representatives, stating 
thé question and asking their decision, 
and that both of them had sustained his 
ruling. Mr. ‘Tillman,’ in his remarks to 
the senate, further said they could adopt 
whatever rules they Wished, those of the 
marquis of Queensberry, if desired. The 
editor of The Columbia State several days 
ago wrote the parliamentarians referred 
to ana received these replies: 

“Mr. N. G. Gonzales, Columbia, 8. C.— 
My Dear Sir: I have your letter of March 
13. A motion, to pe le Mdefinitely a 
pending measure, poth under parliamen- 
tary law ana under the rules of the sen- 
ate, is debatable. So also is a motion to 
commit. I had a telegram from Lieuten- 
ant Governor Tillman in relaticn to the 
indifinite postponement of a measure and 
my reply was: ‘Jefferson Manual silent. 
Mction necessarily debatable. Debatable 
under rules of senate.’ I am very truly 
yours. WM. P. FRY®.”’’ 

“Washington, D. C., March 15, 1902, 
Speaker’s Room House of Representa- 
tives.—Mr. N, G. Gonzales, Editor ‘The 
State, Columbia, S C. Dear Sir: Your 
letter of inquiry was received today. 
On February 12, 1902, I received from 
James H. Tillman, lieutenant governor, 
the following: ‘Coivmbia, §.

H, 
R.: Kindly wire me if in your opinion 
a motion to indefinitely postpone is de- 
batable under Jefferson’s Manual.

The house of 
representatives debates the motion to 
postpone indefinitely and has done so-for 
many yesurs. Had the Manual forbidden 
it, this would hardly have been done 
without a special rule giving positive per- 
nmuésion.’

TATLANTA PARK 
BILL'S CHANCES 


House Committee Will Take 
Up the Matter at Its 
Session Today, 


GENERAL OPINION 1S 


THAT IT WILL PASS 


Congressman Livingston and Captain 
Howell Take a Wise Step in 
Having Bill Take the Reg- 
ular Order—The Schley 
Matter.

Washington, March 23.—(Special.)—Fi- 
nal action will be taken by the house com- 
mittee on military affatrs upon Atlanta 
park bill at its meeting next Tuesday. 
The talk among members of the commit- 
tee indicates that the favorable report, 
now being drawn by Messrs. Parker and 
Stevens of the sub-committee, will have 
unanimous support. There has, at no 
time, been any indication of opposition 
and favorable action might have been se 
cured without waiting for the sub-com 
mittee, as was taken on the Frederickg 
burg bill, but Captain Howell and Cok 
onel Livingston have deemed such a step 
would be unwise. Some members of the 
sub-committee have indicated a purpose 
to submit.a minority report against the 
Fredtricksburg bill, largely because of 
what they interpret the slight put upon 
them by friends of the measure in tak- 
ing action without waiting for a report 
from ‘tthe sub-committee. To avoid any 
such friction, friends of the Atlarta Dill 
have preferred to have their measure 
take the regular order. The wisdom of 
this is shown by the unanimity of sup- 
port which the Atlanta bill has, 

There is no rivalry between the two 
projects, but just now it looks as if the 
chances of the Atlanta bill are better, 
séveral members of the committee ex- 
pressing their preference for this over 
any of the other similar measures. The 
report which Messrs, Parker and Stevens 
are drawing will go into details, showing 
the merit of the proposed park at Atlan- 
ta, and indorsing the bill ag represent- 
ing a clean-cut business proposition un- 
der which the amount of the govern- 
ment’s outlay is perfectly .safe-guarded. 


The chanees of passing any. of these. 


bills depends almost entirely upon the 
attitude of Speaker Henderson. 
A Committee’s Indorsement. 

The passage through the house of the 
river and harbor appropriation bill, car- 
rying an aggregate of appropriations and 
authorizations of future contracts aggre- 
gating $61,000,000, was a great triumph 
for the committee which has worked so 
faithfully in the preparation of its bill. 
It is not so much that the bill passed, 
as it is that it was passed without a 
single addition to, or subtraction from, 
the different items as reported to the 
house. Much of the credit for this is 
due to Chairman Burton who, because 
of his splendid mastery of details of river 
and harbor improvements, and his able 
presentations of the needs of the country 
in this- respect, has won the absolute 
confidence of ‘this associates and was able 
to meet in convincing manner all of the 
criticisms. 

The opposition to the river and harbor 
bill was less than it has been at any 
time in recent years. There has always 
been some member or another who, for 
the sake of a ‘little notoriety, would 
jump. to the front in criticism of this 
measure.

Dynamite Goes Off at Oskar, Wis., 
with Terrible Effect.

The scene of the explosion was in the 
house of Joun Boullard. The building 
caught fire while the family was at 
church, and when the heat became in- 
tense, two boxes of dynamite, which were 
stored away for blowing up stumps, eX- 
ploded. Jenalk and Kellianen were kill- 
ed, being struck by flying timbers. They 
were reighbors of the Boullards and met 
death while fighting the flames.

WOMAN MAKES A FULL 
CONFESSION OF CRIME 


Money Was Taken from Philadelphia 
Firm—She Claims She Was Un- 
der Some Sort of Hypnotic | 
Influences—Will Go 
Back for Trial. 


Charged with embezzling $15,000 from a 
Philadelphia firm, Mrs. Julia K. Birdsal, 
alias Miss Wharton, was arrested yester- 
day afternoon at 1:30 o’clock and locked 
up in the detention ward. The arrest was 
made on a telegram from Philadelphia, 
and the city detectives discovered the 
woman they wanted by a little dog which 
followed her—a small canine which has 
played a conspicuous part in the remark- 
able story of embezziement. 

In making a confession to the officers, 
Mrs. Birdsall gives a strange account of 
hypnotic influences which she says sway- 
ed her during the time she pilfered the 
thousands of dollars from her employers. 
There seems to have been a man and 
another woman in the case, and the pris- 
oner, if her story is to be believed, has, 
been a victim more than a culprit. There 
is a free, off-hand manner about the 
woman when she tells how she took the 
money. She does not appear to realize 
that she has committed any crime, and 
she takes her probable conviction with 
much composure. She has wept since be- 
ing incarcerated, but the tears were for 
the little Maltese dog, and not far her- 
self. 

For nearly a year Mrs. Birdsall has 
been in Atlanta under an assumed name, 
and has worked for well-known firms in 
the city. She has been hnest and iIn- 
dustrious since coming here, and her ar- 
rest was like a thunderclap to those who 
knew her. 

Robbed Her Employers. 

Six years ago Mrs. Birdsall secured a 
position as bookkeeper for the firm of 
Berstein, Kaufman & Co., manufacturers 
of lace trimmings, in Philadelphia. Three 
years before that she had separated 
from her husband, Joseph Birdsall, who 
now resides in New York. They had been 
married only two years, and decided, 80 
she states, to separate because they wers 
not congenial. After leaving: 
she claims she was alone in the wate 
Rer mother and father being dead. She 
was made the bookkeeper and confidential 
clerk of the firm, on a salary of $10 a 
week. The firm paid off a large number 
of hands, the pay roll being $1,200 a week. 
All of this money, with ‘the accounts, 
passed through her hands. From. the 
first she began to overdraw her salary, 
and finding she was not detected. she 
took larger amounts, until her peculations 
in five years ran up to $15,000. 

She rented a large boarding house, at 
the instigation of a man and a woman, 
and,. according to the story she tells, 
they got most of the money. In fact, 
she does not know exactly how the money 
went. Bills were made by the pair, and 
she paid them out of the funds of Ber- 
stein, Kaufman & Co-r 

Under a New Influence. 

Last July she met a Christian Science 
woman, and says she got her to cure the 
dog. The dog was ill, and was made 
well. Before that she had been, so she 
states. under some sort of queer influence 
exerted by the man and woman. After 
the treatment of the dog she felt a new 
sensation, and was placed under a differ- 
ent influence. She became dispirited, and 
for a week failed to go to her work. Then 
the defalcation was discovered and an 
attempt was made £o arrest her. The 
couple running the boarding house 
slipped her into the country and paid her 
board. Last August the man sent her $50 
and told her to go to Liverpool. She 
would not do so, because the dog could 
not go with her. She took a circuitous 
route and came to Atlanta. Here she ug- 
sumed the name of Miss H. Wharton, 
and secured a room at No. 108 McAfee 
street. Her first employment in the eity 
was as a stenographer with the Wheeler 
& Wilson Sewing Machine Company. Re- 
cently she has been bookkeeper for the 
McNeal Paint Company. 

After coming to Atlanta. she met some 
of the Christian Scientists. and, while 
she did not join the church, she became 
a convert to the faith, and was a disciple 
of Mrs. Eddy, so she has told the offi- 
cers. In her room last night at police 
barracks she ‘was reading one of Mrs. 
Eddy’s books. 

Wept About Her Dog. 

As soon as she was arrested she sent 
her dog to a friend, and wept when she 
parted from him. 

Mrs. Birdsall is a small woman, with a 
bright but not pretty face. She is 2 
years of age; and well educated. When 
seen last night by a reporter of The Con- 
stitution, she gave an outline of her his- 
tory, from which the above statements 
were taken. 

“I have told you all about myself,” she 
said ih conclusion. “I will go back to 
Philadelphia without a requisition, and 
will stand the consequences of my wrong- 
doing. I don’t know what made me take 
the money. I began to take small 
amounts from the first. I was under 
some sort of strange infipoiace, and the 
man and woman who r ar the boarding 
house must have controlled me. I can’t 
say how the money was spent. I simply 
paid the bills they made. When my 
was cured by a Christian Scientist T felt 
a new power come over me, and if j 
not been for that I would be in if had 
delphia stil] taking the money. 1 am 
satisfied now, since a kind friend is tak- 
ing care of my dog.” 

The Dog Gave Her Away. 

City Detective White. who arrested Mra. 
Birdsall, states that he found the woman 
by the dog. 

‘Her little frierd,”.says the detective, 
“betrayed her. She has confessed to the 
embezzlement of $15,000, and promises to 
give the officers no trpuble. hen I ar- 
rested her she was sorely worried about 
the dog, which is a white Maitese, ana I 
asked her to giv® me the dog. She asbred 
me if I was a Christian “ientist, and 
whén I told her I was not. she said I 
couldn’t have the dog, as only a Christian 
Scientist could treat i. if it got sick. The

The commit- 
tee, whith consists of President Mitchell, 
District Presidents Nicholls, Fahey and 
Duffy and the three district vice presi- 


dents, held another session tonight. The 
report of the committee will take the: 


form of a resolution, the principal clause 
of which, it is authoritatively stated, 


will recommend the appointment of a 
committee to present to the operators the 
demands of the convention. Incorporated 
in the report are a number of resolutions 
adopted during the week, in addition to 
those made public by President Mitchell. 
All of these resolutions, it is stated, con- 
tain a strike declaration effective April 1, 
but they were madé subject to the reso- 
lution of the special committe’s report, 
which, so far as could be learned, does 
not declare for a strike. All of the de- 
mands made in the scale committee re- 
port are also embodied in the resolution, 
but the statement is made that only two 
of these—an eight-hour workday and 
the weighing of coal wherever practica- 
ble—wil: be insisted upon if the conven- 
tion adopts the resolution. Should the 
report prove satisfactory the convention 
is expected to select a committee com- 


posed of others than officers of the union. © 


In the event of the operators refusing 
to recognize the committee, it is within 
the province of the district presidents to 
declare a strike after receiving the sanc- 
tion of the national executive board. 
When asked tonight if the above state- 
ments were correct, Mr. Mitchell did not 
deny them, but declined to discuss the 
subject.

It is interesting to note the impression 
that the reports of the lightning. trip 
of Prince Henry has made npon the Ger- 
man mind. While much has been heard 
here In the past of the enormous extent 
of the Tnited Sfates, of its wonderful en- 
ergy, activity and resources, through the 
visit of this member of the royal house 
America was brought closer home. Of 
course, many good’ and loyal monarchists 
in the fatherland have been greatly shock- 
ed by the somewhat democratic, but sin- 
cere and hearty reception accorded the 
prince, for exatnple, in certain circles c# 
Berlin, Miss Roosevelt has been eriticised 
for not having used the words “your 
majesty” in her ‘telegram to the kaiser. 
The question is also asked did tg 2 @2ugh- 
ter of the president send the dispatch 
without showing it to her father? 

As has been said fn previous articles, 
the socialists, the republicans in Germany, 
are greatly displeased that the prince 
was received with so much enthusiasm. 
The Vorwarts, the socialist organ, speak- 
ing of the. press banquet given in ths 
Wialdorf-Astoria, refers to it in the fol- 
lowing heading: ‘“Democracy as an Arti- 
cle of Export.” The text is, of course, 
drawn from the March convention of 1848 
and the contrast painted of Prince Henry 
representing his majesty, the emperor, 
doing honor to that arch traitor, Carl 
Schurz, who as a young man freed the 
revolutionary poet, Kinkel, from the Span- 
dau prison and then escaped,'to America. 
says Vorwarts: ‘In Berlin Carl Schurz’s 
appointment as a councillor would -not 
even have received imperial ratification,” 
referring, of course, to the recent Kauf- 
man incident. ‘‘Never,’’ it continues, “has 
the monarch in Germany made his ap- 
pearance at any function gotten up by the 
press.” 

German Press Has Trouble. : 

A veritable newspaper sensation has 
been caused by Prince Henry’s speech at 
the press banquet in New York. It is 
now quite evident that at the time he 
left he had received his imperial brother’s 
instructions regarding his behavior to the 
men of the press in America and the 
Mesult of these instructions, it must be 
admitted, were most complimentary. 

However, the comparison by Prince 
Henry of the newspaper men with the 
kaiser’s commanding generals has caused 
much comment here in newspaper circles 
and leading newspapers justly point out 
‘that it is indeed strange that similar rec- 
ognition and treatment is not accorded 
to the German press at home. This com- 
plaint is entirely justified. One need only 
to consider the remarkable press laws 
existing in Germany to show that the lot 
of a German newspaper man if not an en- 
viable one. Take, for example, the laws 
of libel. 

Actions against newspapers are divided 
into two classes, first, private actions, 
which are brought by private persons, 
and, secondly, -acffors which are brought 
by the state. The action fs usually 
brought by the staatsanwalt or district at- 


{ torney on behelf of the state when the 


person claiming to have been libeled is 
an official or occupies a high social p>» 
sition. The usual punishment ifs fine and 
incarceration in a fortress or what is 
known a@ a ‘festunge.”” and, thirdly, im- 
prisonment in @n ordinary prison or pen- 
} itentiary. 

Everv newspaper has to have a respon- 
sible editor whose tame must appear in 
the paper and who must he known 2s the 
reanonsible edftor. In case of Ubel the 
“nerson who wrote the article, if he can 
he ascerthined, and the responsible editor. 
are the two persons who are held re- 
anonsible. The ‘action is not brought 
against the paper as such. The publisher 
of the paper is not at all responsible un- 
fess there is no responsible editor. On 
some large papers there are as mizny as 
dix or seven resnonsible editors. The re- 
sponsible ed'tor Is bound fo pay the pen- 
alty out of ff: own pocket. and, of course, 
in the case of imprisonment. A recent de- 
cision of the reichs-gericht or the su- 
preme court of Germany, has decided 
that the publisher has no right to ad- 
vance the money for the responsfble edi- 
tor in order to enable him to pmy his 
fine: this must be paid out of his own 
pocket. and ft is.a misdemeanor for the 
publisher to advance th® money, because 
by so doing he practically becomes an ac- 
complice in the misdemeanor.

FIRE DAMAGES 
SHOE FACTORY 


Inman, Smith & Co,’s Plant in 
Gainesville, Ga, Is 
Much Damaged. 


THE BLAZE OCCURRED 
YESTERDAY MORNING 


The Damage to the Place by Fire 
and Water Is Estimated at 
$20,000, and Is Fully 
Covered by Insurance. 


Gainesville,. Ga., March 2.—(Special.) 
At an early hour this morning fire was 
discovered in the shoe factory of Inman, 
Smith & Co. The fire department respond- 
ed promptly and in an hour had the 
flames put out. The damage amounts 
to about $20,000, fully covered by insur- 
ance, 

The fire came very near being the most 
disastrous that ever occurred in this city. 
The flames first broke out in the shoe 
box department on the third floor of the 
building and it was difficult to get to. 


There was also a lack of pressure from | 


the water station and the department 
at first worked under a great disadvan- 
tage on these accounts. When sufficient 
pressure was obtained two streams were 
played upon the flames and the fire was 
soon under control. 

The third floor is used almost exclusive- 
ly for the manufacture of shoe boxes, 
and a large stock of empty boxes and 
cardboard was stored there. It is natur- 
ally quick to burn, and in a little while 
the flames were eating their way through 
the stuff. The southwest corner of the 
roof was soon ignited and the flames 
began to spread rapidly. The inflamma- 
Mle nature of contents of the room caused 
the fire to grow in fierceness with great 
rapidity, and but for the heroic work 
of the department the building would 
soon have been consumed. 

The offices of the company and ship- 
ping department are on the first floor 
in this wing of the building. On the 
second floor is a large stock of leather 
unworked, and through these two floors 
the water poured in torrents from the 
third floor above where the fire originat- 
ed. The consequent loss and damage 
from water is very great. The manu- 
facturing department, where shoes are 
made, is in the northwest wing of the 
building and is unhurt, 

J. G. Hynds, the local manager of the 
company, which is the largest shoe fac- 
tory in the south, estimates the loss at 
$20,000. He has no idea how the fire origi- 
nated. There was no fire in thé heat- 
ing stoves yesterday and as the flames 
originated on the top floor and no one 
was in the building from closing time 
yesterday afternoon, incendiary origin is 
hard to believe. 

Messrs. Inman and Smith, of Atlanta, 
owners of the plant, arrived today and 
the adjustment of the loss with the in- 
surance companies will likely begin to- 
morrow. Owing to the character and 
large gmount of the stock considerable 
time will be required to adjust the loss. 
The principal insurance was placed 
through Atlanta agents. 


H,. T. Inman was seen at his home 
here last night and asked regarding the 
fire, Mr. .Inman’s account. agrees in al- 
most every detail with the estimate of 
the Gainesville parties, save that he 
places the loss at $26,000. 

The entire plant, said Mr. Inman, was 
insured for $72,000, the policies being in 
the companies represented by J. L. Riley 
& Company, of Atlanta. The damage by 
water, he said, was as great, if not 
greater, than that from the flames.

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If Not Ours, Whose? 

That sterling democratic journal, 
The Buffalo Times, does us the honor: 
to agree very cordially with most off 
the positions taken by The Constitu- 
tion in a recent article on “How the 
Democratic Party May Win.” In one 
point only does it take a different. 
view from ours and that is on the 
question of the possession and admin- 
istration of the Philippine islands. 

The Times insists that the Philip 
pines are in our hands only by force 
of arms; that “they are not ours any 
more than Cuba is ours;” and that 
the matter of their ownership and’ 
control is not settled. By those state- 
ments The Times raises an issue 
which must yield to a consensus be- 
fore there can be any definite demo- 
cratic policy for the treatment of the 
tuiuippines problem. Therefore it is 
worth while to cut down to the bone 
of it at once and analyze the marrow 
of the question soberly and fairly. 

If the Philippine islands are not our 
property, then whose property are 
they? They”“must belong to some gov- 
ernment or else they are unorganized 
territory in the hands of the Filipinos 


aun wthemselves.. As they did unquestion. . 


ably belong to Spain prior to the : 
treaty of Paris between this country, 
and Spain, there is no defensible claim 
that they are the property of the Fili- 
pinos by any act of Spain or any re 
lease of them from her dominion by 
an accomplished act of the Filipinos. 

They do not belong to Spain now. 
The Spanish title was relinquished by 
an act that has received international 
recognition. But to whom did Spain 
relinquish her title? It was to the 
United States only and no other pow, 
er or organized governmental body, 
even among the Filipinos, has claimed 
the shadow of title to the islands, 
‘gince the treaty of Paris. 

Now, for the sake of the argument, 
suppose that the United States relin- 
quishes possession ana title both and} 
gets out of the islands, turning them 
over to their own people, as we are 
- about to turn over Cuba? Who has 
authority from the Filipino people to 
take charge of the organization and 
administration of a Philippine govern- 
ment? If we have no rights there ex- 
cept by force of arms, we have no 
right to remain a day longer to help 
the Filipinos organize a self-sustaining 
government at any time in the future. 
In Cuba we had that right and have 
performed our work. But if the con- 
tention of The Times is correct our 
only righteous course would be to 
abandon the Philippines at once and 
permit their tribal factions and tur- 
bulent, ambitious pretenders to plunge 
the Filipino people at once into chaos 
and bloody anarchy! 

Then what? Russia, Germany, Great 
Britain and Japan would be ready 
and eager to grab them and there 
would come a swift race between 
them as to which power should first 
occupy them and claim sovereignty 
over them. Our going out of the 
islands means the going into them of 
one or the other of those great com- 
petitive powers. We would thus vol- 
untarily and in a cowardly manner 
surrender them to the indefinite pos- 
session and contro] of another and im- 
perial power, deprive them forever of 
any hope of independence and with- 
draw the strong arm of this nation 
that now intervenes to protect them 
from the reestablishment of the de- 
pendent, serf-like conditions that op- 
pressed them while under the domina- 
tion of Spain. 

The above are facts of the ssit- 
uation that can no more be wiped out 
of existence by mere contrary asser- 
tion than the Rocky mountains can 
be wiped off this continent with a 
schoolboy’s sponge. 

But The Times insists that these 
facts make an issue of imperialism 
and asserts that imperialism as an is- 
sue must be a part of the democratic 
platform. The Constitution says, also, 

that imperialism is an issue and re- 
peats its oft-proclaimed belief that the 
democratic party will fight against it 
_ everywhere and at all times! But a 
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surrender a charge that we, as dem- 
ocrats, assumed in accepting the 
treaty of Paris, and thereby turn those 
whom we have made our wards loose 
to the vultures that are waiting to 
pluck them to pieces! We must stand 
by our charges and give them admin- 
istration of their rights and affairs 
along American constitutional lines, 
with the avowed purpose of preparing 
them for self-government and the elec- 
tion of their future relations with us 
when they are fitted for the exercise 
gf those functions.

, Practical Education. 

President Buffington, of the Illinois 
Steel Company, is quoted as saying 
that while the avenues of success are 
still largely opened to those who come 
up from the ranks, yet existing condi- 
tions are such that the captains of in- 
dustry during the next generation 
must come from the number of those 
who have been specially trained to 
grapple with the industrial problems 
of the day. 

This candid statement of opinion, 
coming from one whose influential 
position in the business world is uni- 
versally recognized, will no doubt 
serve to concentrate the minds of 
thoughtful people upon what seems to 
be one of the most important topics of 
discussion whicia the present century 
has yet developed. We have managed 
within the past few years to wrest 
from Great Britain the palm of indus- 
trial supremacy which she has hereto- 
fore looked upon as her own by right 
divine, but we have.no guarantee that 
we can hold the place of preeminence 
which we have thus gained unless we 
duly recognize the importance of train- 
ing up men for the special work of 
taking charge of our industrial estab- 
lishments. This observation applies 
with peculiar force to our own imme- 
diate section. We have recently en- 
tered upon an era of unprecedented 
industrial development and we are jus- 
tified in expecting great things of the 
future before us, but if we succeed in 
realizing our magnificent prospects 
we must put our’ shoulders to the 
wheel in downright earnest and we 
must provide for our young men who 
are growing up the best educational 
facilities which our means can possi- 
bly supply for training them along’ 
practical and scientific lines. If such 
advice was ever timely, it seems to us 
nat just now it is certainly so. 

Almost every state in the south has 
taken time by the forelock and appro- 
priated handsome sums for the build- 
ing up of technological schools and 
the enlargement of practical and sci- 
entific methods of instruction. We 
cannot do better than to foster such 
institutions in every way possible, 
knowing that upon them the prosper- 
ity of tne future largely depends. 

The Atlanta Military Park. 

The agreement of the military com- 
mittee of the house of congress to fa- 
vorably report, by formal action to- 
morrow, the bill to establish a natianal 
military park on the battlefield of 
Peachtree creek, near Atlanta, is most 
gratifying to-our citizens. Our repre- 
sentatives who have succeeded in so 
impressing the historic value of this 
enterprise upon the favorable consid- 
eration of. the committee cannot be too 
highly appreciated. 

Atlanta’s position as one of the vital 
centers of the civil war can never be 
minimized. It was the point of con- 
centration and the base of strategy 
and supplies of some of the greatest 
movements of the larger armies of 
both sides of the contest. In the last 
months that preceded the rush of 
events to their culmination Atlanta 
was the literal “heart of the confed- 
eracy.” Johnston guarded it as the 
actual] last citadel of the southern 
cause and Sherman doggedly and sav- 
agely pressed toward it as the key- 
stone of the shaken and tottering arch 
of the confederate states. 

Around this city occurred some of 
the most significant fightings of the 
entire war and within a short radius 
of its center more men were killed 
and wounded than in some of the long 
and famous wars of European nations. 
No history of the civil war can be 
written without a wide space devoted 
to the Atlanta campaigns and no stu- 
dent of the strategy and statistics of 
war can fail to give large attention to 
the operations which emanated from 
and aimed at devoted Atlanta. 

Therefore, it is in the line of his 
toric and patriotic duty to preserve 
with proper reservations and memo- 
rials these eventful fielus of bravery 
and blood that environ Atlanta.

Congressman Brantley’s Speech. 

The New York Times publishes con- 
spicuously a communication from a corre- 


_spondent on the speech of Congressman 


Brantley, of Georgia, of the question of 
reciprocity with Cuba, The communica- 
tion is as follows: | 

The speech of Hon. William G. Brant- 
ley, of Georgia, in the house of representatives 
on Tuescay, on the question of reciprocity with 
Cuba, had a listening house, and it will have 
the wide attention 6€ the country, as it makes 
its strong appeal that such reciprocity would 
be for the public good. If his figures are 
correct, his arg -ment is perféct, unanswerable, 
and it will be folly to attempt reply. It gives 
great force to MeKinley’s last and most elo- 
quént plea for justice to Cuba, which has been 
directing Roosevelt in his public utterances, 
and it is as clear as the light that those ex- 
pressions voice the language of the people.

Destruction of Our Forests. 

Editor Constittution—In last Sunday’s 
issue of The Constitution there appear- 
ed a number of interviews with old citi- 
zens of the state in regard to the weather 
and crop conditions, etc., and it was a 
noticeable fact that nearly all of them 
ascribed the cause of our frequent floods, 
droughts, etc., to the merciless slaughter 
of the original forests. , 

Observant men everywhere are begin- 
ning to feel a deep concern for the future 


condition of the coutitry in this respect. 


Everybody knows’ that when twenty 
years ago the ‘adoption of the “‘stock! 
aw’’ became general in this part of the 
state the scarcity of timber suitable for 
making rail fences was lergely' instru- 
mental in influencing and bringing about 
that much desired result. But while that 
in a measure staved the ruthless destruc- 
ticn of the forests, other demands b2>gan 
to increase, such as railroad cross ties, 
wood for the thousands of stationary en- 
gines, more wood for the cities and towns 
for fue] purposes, etc., unti] now the sup- 
rly is on the constant decreas2, while the 
demand is correspondingly increasing. 

This condition operates detrimentally 
to the timber interests of the country in 
two ways, first by increasing the price 
which offers more Inducement to supply 
the demand, and second, in order to fill 
the demand more easily causes an on- 
slaught upon the younger growth of tim- 
ber, thereby entailing a great waste by 
its early destruction. This condition of 
affairs is not very noticeable in sections 
remotely situated from towns and rail- 
reads; but that should not lull us into a 
feeling of security about this important 
matter. It is true that those cf ne now 
occupying th is sublunary ball need feel 
no immediate concern about the timber all 
giving out in our day, but there were 
trees here when we came and we owe it 
to posterity to leave some when we de- 
part. There ought to be some intelligent, 
wise legislation, both state and national, 
for the preservation of this country’s 
heautiful original forests.

In tracing results to their sources, the 
fruetifying processes in the south’s min- 


eral world, so signally noticeable to the 


wide-awake observer, wil} be readily as- 
signed to conditions that obtain, not as 
the fruit of specia] aim, but as an ac 
cidental consequence. 

Befcre the civil war the south’s ma- 
terial interests, in the minds of most of 
her people, lay in her agriculture. Min- 
erals invoked little concern from her own 
people and investigation from without 
waz not courted. Our wealth m this line 
lay practically dormant, except for Humit- 
ed and crude workings, until diversifica- 
tion of industries presented iteelf as a 
necessity incident to the new conditions. 
Knowledge of our wealth gradully came 
through the expert testing here an¢| 
there—with the novice there was none. 
Forces were awaket.ed, investigations 
have been followed by development, and 
wherever efforts have been expended and 
investments made, disappointments have 
been rare and, in many instances, even 
the rosiest hopes have been realized. 

Ameng the rich natural resources of 
north Georgia, when possibilities are con- 
sidered along with other things, minerals 
casily occupy first place. The assertion is 
a safe one that there is not a county in 
north Georgia in which minerajs of some 
kind are not found and in workable quan- 
tity. From the corundum beds cf Haber- 
sham to the vast iron ore deposits around 
Aetna. furnace, and from the ccal mines 
of Dade to thé Dahlonega gold fields, 
languishes a wealth that is destined to 
show itself an overruling factor in the 
ultimate greatness of a God-favored re- 
gion. 

In viewing north Georgia's minerals we 
must admit as the most extensive and 
important marble, developments in which 
are so well known that it would be idle 
to give it attention here. In the list next. 
to marble is iron. Nerth Georgia should 
rank first in mines of brown hematite. 
One mine, Sugar Hill, located in Bartow, 
is claimed in the official reports among 
the first-class mines of the United States, 
and besides this there are undeveloped 
mines quite extensive and in which the 
ore ranks high in quality. This kind of 
ore has no superior for the manufacture 
of open hearth steel. 
ment of that process it. will come into 
greater demand. Red ores of Walker and 
other localities. need but attention to 
manifest their extent and merit. In the 
extreme northwest part of the state, on 
Lookout mountain, are important coal 
fields. ~ 

Gold is distributed all through ‘the 
mctamorphie region—that is to say, from 
Augusta to the Cohuttah mountain. Many 
of the mines assay well, but what has re- 


tarded the development cf the gold region’ 


is that the gold {fs unusually difficult to 
separate. As the subject is being worked 
cr.by the best metallurgists, the solution 
is likely to be found which will make the 
larger part of ore in the state available 
for profitable working. 

This state, Virginia, Arkansas and Col- 
orado are the producers of manganese in 
the United States. ‘Georgia has at times 
ranked first_in the output, but at present 
is second to Virginia. While the mining 
has been carried on steadily for about 
thirty years, the minés do not show the 
least sign of exhaustion The two prin- 
cipal districts are Cartersville and Cave 
Spring. 

Bauxite was first discovered by Edward 
Nichols about 1884, in Floyd county, at 
what was known as the Hermitage iron 
furnace property. Since then it hag been 
discovered that there is a large belt ex- 
tending about north and scuth from 
the neighborhood of Adairsville to Cave 
Epring. Bauxite is the material from 
whith aluminum is made, and is also 
used for the manufacture of alum. Ship- 
ments from north Georgia and Alabama 
(about equally divided) were 19,841 tons 
for the year 1900. and from Arkansas 
about 1,600 tons. So it will be seen north 
Georgia takes first rank in this mineral.

Ration- 
al effort to find out the full extent of what 
we have will lead to results in develop- 
ment befitting our high and stable civill- 
zation.

H. 8S. Walden, Recently Returned, 
Tells Much of Its Resources. 

Cordele, Ga., March 23.—(Special.)—H. 8. 
Walden, who has just returned from Span- 
ish Honduras, Central America, says of 
its resources: 

‘IT found cattle raising to be a very 
profitable industry in the little republic, 
as the grasses grow all the year and are 
never killed off by frosts and droughts 
as in our western states. The cattle are 
not as large as they should be on account 
of being interbred ever since the country 
was firet peopled by the Spanish, but 
by the importation of some of our finest 
breeds of cattle there and breeding them 
with the cattle already found there, no 
reason can be shown why the breed should 
not be as fine as any of our own country. 

“Then rating fruits, such as the ba- 
nana, pineapple, orange and cocoanut, can 
be raised there, with great success and 
handsome profits. The bananas give the 
quickest return on investments, and enor- 
mous profits can be made by cultivating 
and handling them from a scientific basis 
800 bunches can be raised on a@n acre of 
land easily and they are worth 2 cents 
per bunch on the farm where they are 
produced. Oranges grow very feadily and 
are of a fine flavor and are in no dan- 
ger of ever being killed by a freeze, as 
frosts are unknown In the country. Pine- 
apples can also De raised at enormous

Deputy Warden Anderson is from Cov- 
ington, Ga., and received his appointment 
through. the influence of Congressman 
Livingston. For some time past his 
health has been very bad and for the past 
two weeks he has not been on active 
duty. 

Bradford Dawson, the new deputy war- 
den, is a splendid official who has had a 
lengthy experience in prison work and 
comes to his new position well equipped 
with an intimate knowledge of the duties. 
For a long time he was connected with 
the federal prison at Columbus, Ohio. The 
salary of the deputy warden is $2,000 a 
year and subsistence. 

Captain Petty is an Atlanta man and 
well known throughout the city. Fora 
jong time he was on the police force and 
Was one of its most capable officers. His 
/indorsement for appointment was an ex- 
ceptionally strong one. His salary is 
3900 a year, without subsistence, but an 
effort is now on foot to have this feature 
edded as well as to raise the amount 
of salary.

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‘COMMISSION IS NAMED 
FOR ST. LOUIS EXPOSITION 


William H. Venable to Serve With Commissioner 
Stevens and Geologist Yeates--Will Work © 
for Georgia Building. 


OVERNOR CANDLER has just ap- 

pointed the Georgia commission for 
the Louisiana Purchase exposition to be 
held at St. Louis next year. The appoint- 
ment of this commission was made under 
a resolution of the last legislature which 
provided for a commission of three, to 
include the commissioner of agriculture 
and the state geologist, and an advisory 
board compogred of two from each con- 
gressional district, making a total of 
twenty-five members. 

Hon. William H. Venable, of Fulton, 
was named as the member aft large pro- 
vided for and not designated in the reso- 
lution. Mr. Venable together with Com- 
missioner O. B. Stevens, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, and State Geologist 
W. 8. Yeates will constitute the board of 
commissioners for Georgia, and they will 
have to“Assist them twenty representative 
citizens of the state, two being chosen 
from each congressional district. 

Mr. Venable has taken considerable in- 
terest in the matter since the passage of 
the resolution at the last session of the 
general assembly, and has been in con- 
ference with the governor on the subject. 
It was due to the interest manifested by 
Mr. Venable that he was made a member 
of the commission. 

It is Mr. Venable’s purpose, it is und:r- 
stood, to take in hand the meter of put- 
ting up a building on the exposition 
grounds at St. Louls composed of Georgia 
materials. Georgia granite, marble and 
other building stones will enter largely 
into the construction of this building 
should the project be carried through 
successfully. 

It will, of course, be the object of the 
commission to make the best showing 
possible for Georgia, and the main idea 
will be, no doubt, to provide a Georgia 
building. If this is done it would be most 
appropriate to have it constructed entire- 
ly of Georgia materials, and this is the 
line along which Mr. Venable and the 
other members of the commission will 
work. 

To Work for Appropriation. 

The legislature has refused in former 
years to make appropriations for pur- 
poses of this kind, the refusal being put 
on the ground that it was unconstitu- 
tional. A recent and careful considera- 
tion of the language of the constitution 
has led many who have made a close 
study of the fundamental] law to the be- 
lief that such an appropriation would in 
no sense be violative of the terms of 
that instrument. The section in question 
prohibits donations or gratuties to cor- 
porations, associations or individuals. An 
appropriation for the purpose of provid- 
ing a Georgia exhibit would not be a 
donation or a gratuity to any of these 
within the meaning of the constitutifRL, it 
is stated, but would be solely for the pur- 
pose of advertising the state, presenting 
its products and resources to the world 
for the purpose of encouraging emigra- 
tion in this.direction. Governor Candler 
and others who have investigated the 
matter express the opinion that such an 
appropriation would in no sense be viola- 
tive of the spirit or the letter of the con- 
stitution. It is probable that the matter 
will be presented to the next legislature in 
this ight, in the hope that the members 
can see their way clear to lending aid 
to this important project. 

The two members of the advisory board 
from each congressional district will co- 
operate with the commission and lend 
important aid in securing exhibits of the 
state’s products and resources from their 
respective sections. 

Governor Candler’s Order. 

Following is the order of Governor 
Candler making the appointments of the 
members of the commission: 

State of Georgia, Executive Depart- 
ment, Atlanta, March 22, 1902.—In pursu- 
ance of the provisions of a resolution of 
the senate and house of representatives 
of this state approved on the 2d day of 
December, 1901, it is ordered: 

That the Hon. William H. Venable, of 
the county of Fulton, be and he is here- 
by appointed from the state at large to 
act with the commissioner of agriculture 
and state geologist, the three ta consti- 
tute ‘“‘the board of commissioners for the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition to be held 
in St. Louis in 190.”’ 

And that the following citizens be and 
they are hereby appointed as advisory 
board ‘‘to cooperate with said board in 
securing exhibits from their respective 
districts to the end that the resources 
and products of every part of the state 
shall be adequately represented,’ to-wit:

Colonel 
Stevens has not yet been heard from on 
that subject, but it seems to have been 
the understanding among his friends that 
he is not going to do any active cam- 
paigning. The candidates for state school 
commissioner are all out in the field now 
‘except Dr. Mark Johnston, who has been 
somewhat indisposed recently. though he 
is rapidly improving. State School Com- 
missioner Glenn is in south Georgia on 
an educational trip, and Rev. A. J. Beck 
expects to speak at the 
city tomorrow night. Hon. W. B. Mer- 
ritt is also doing considerable husfling, 
having devoted his attention recently to 
the middle and northern parts of the 
state. 

In pretty nearly all of the counties the 
legislative campaigns are on in earnest 
and the candidates all have their plans 
pretty well formulated. There are inter- 
esting situations in many of the counties 
where public sentiment is plainly divided 
on local issues, and some of the hottest 
fights known in years are expected. 


DATE OF THE PRIMARY. 

HERE s a good deal of quiet dis- 

cussion among the politicians as to 
just when the state primary will be or- 
dered by the executive committee which 
meets in Atlanta next Saturday. Of 
course nothing definite is known on the 
subject, nor can anything be known until 
the committee gets together and takes 
action. But there is a general belief that 
the result will be a primary somewhere 
about June 10, though many think it will 
be somewhere about the middle of May. 
Opinion seems to be_pretty well divided 
between these two dates, though the poli- 
ticlans who have no opposition for re- 
election are anxious for the selection of 
the latter date. So far as they are con- 
cerned the earlier the better. They seem 
to feel that an early primary will make 
things all the safer for them. In some 
cases there has been talk of opposition, 
but only in those cases that are well 
known has it actually appeared. 

Members of the committee who have 

been questioned about the subject seem 
inclined to one of the two dates named, 
either the middle of May or somewhere 
about June 1, though they say they have 
no special preference and will be gov- 
erned altogether by the conditions which 
are presented at the time the meeting is 
held. So far they do not consider that 
any good reasons have been presented 
against the holding of a primary about 
the usual time. 


The state board of pharmacy will meet 
in the senate chamber at the capitol this 
morning for the purpose of examining 
applicants for license as pharmacists, 
and druggists. There are 
many applicants for license and e en- 
tire day will be spent in giving the ex- 
amination. Some of the applicants -are 
from states outside the state who want 
to get into the drug business in Georgia. 
The examination will no doubt be a very 
interesting one. Many new features have 
been added by the present board, and it 
is not so easy to get a Hcense in the 
State now as it was some years ago. This 
is evidence of the fact that a higher de- 
gree of proficiency is being required. 


TERRELL CLUB TO MEET. 
T HE Terrell Club of Fulton county will 

hold a meeting tomorrow at noon to 
consider the proposal looking to consoli- 
dation with the Young Men’s Terrell Club.

Queer. Stale of Mics Under 
the Island's New Con- . 
stitution, 


CUBANS WILL SOON RULE 
ISLAND FOR THEMSELVES 


Havana Has Been Thronged with 
Tourists and Innkeepers Have 
Doubled Rates—Miss Roose- 
velt’s Visit a Feature of 
the Social Season. 


By 8S. L. Beckwith. 
Havana, March 18.—(Special Correspon- 
7 dence.)—The legal status of affairs in 
' Cuba is a very interesting, if a puzzling 
one. Conditions are abnormal and anom- 
alous. It does not seem to have occurred 
to the people of Cuba that they expect to 
inaugurate as their first president an 
American citizen, as Estrada Palma un- 


doubtedly it. 

There is no getting round this, for, 
while it was stated that he had renounced 
his allegiance to the United States, In 
view of his election, yet that was an im- 
possibility. for there can be no such thing 
as a man without a country. He must 
per force be a citizen of somewhere. KRe- 
nouncing American citizenship could not 
give him fuban citizenship, for citizen- 
ship cannot be conferred in Cuba now, 
and not until the new government is in 
operation and a constitution adopted can 
such right be exercised. The constitution 
cannot be adopted until after the govern- 
ment is formed, hence an American citi- 
zen occupies the presidential chair of 
Cuba. Only yesterday, in the course of 
conversation with one of the most promi- 
nent men in Havana, professor, medical 
doctor and editor, I happened to make 
this statement. He became very much 
excited, and tried to contradict the as- 
sertion, but there was no arguing against 
facts, and finally he acknowledged the 
truth of the assertion, and declared his 
intention to make the subject the basis of 
a leading article. 

Violation of the Constitution. 

It is queer that the revolutionary party 
and the Masoists have not handled this 
weapon. It is a fact that daily efforts 
are made on the line of securing or re- 
nouncing Cuba citizenship, but all appli- 
cants are turned down with the same as- 
gertion—there is no authority in Cuba 
vested with the right to handle matters 
of citizenship. The elections were held 
under a military order; the constitutional 
convention was called under the military 
order; the president of the republic will 
be inaugurated under military order; the 
government then is virtually only a pro- 
visional government, not a‘constitutional 
one; the provisional government then 
will proceed to take measures for the 
adoption or rejection of the proposed con- 
stitution. 

One of the main clauses of that const!- 
tution reads to the effect that only a 
citizen of Cuba by birth, or naturaliza- 
tion, is eligible to the presidency (that 
Jast clause only applying for a few years 
‘to cover the cases of parties who took a 
hand in the revolution). Estrada Palma 
was born in Cuba. but he renounced his 
citizenship, swore allegiance to a foreign 
power, and before the law his birthrfght 
counta for nothing. He cannot become 
naturalized as stated above, hence the 
peculiar aspect of affairs as they now 
stand. 

The proposed constitwion is violated 
the first act of sovereignty exercised by 
the people, and the first magistrate of 
the land seconds the act. 

General Wood Deserves Praise. 

General Wood readily responded to the 
request to give his personal views upon 
the reciprocity question. and it is gratify- 
ing to see them occupying a place in the 
columns of The Constitution. Likewise 


e Constitution speaks truly when ‘¢ 
al that, whatever the result, General 


Wood will not be to blame for possible 
trouble. Fie has occupied a very: unenvl- 
able position for two years past, and has 
stood unflinchingly at his post. He has 
worked early and late. has exercised, 
tact, judgment, firmness, coolness and 
mercy. 

It has been the desire of his heart to 
leave Cuba with a well-established gov- 
ernment of her own. with a fair balance 
in the treasury, with good schools, good 
public works, a fine sanitary condition, 
with her farms, plantations and other in- 
dustries on a paving basis. Only in this 
way he knows is it possible for the work 
of intervention to have been worth while. 

It seems a bitter thing to contemplate 
failuré after such efforts, and it is hard 
to think that the great United States, 
leaving out the question of alien claims, 
should not uphold one of her noble sons 
fn the right. 

When Will Americans Leave? 

American people are fond of guessing 

games, and they should be gratified ‘o 
note that a fine game is in progress just 
now in Cuba. From the heads of depart- 
ments to the messenger boys, the con- 
stant idea is, ‘““When shall we get out?’ 
The answer can but be, ‘“‘Wait anu see.” 
Therefore all must possess their souls in 
patience. 
’ An official very close to the administra- 
tion, the most reliable authority on the 
island. can only say that wituin thirty 
days from the inauguration of President 
Palma the entire government can be turn- 
over to him, in full running order. 

The policy has been to put Cubans inte 
office wherever possible and thus have a 
trained force to aid the new government 
in the arduous work before it.’ The tus- 
toms houses are almost entirely managed 
®y Cubans, though many still have nomi- 
mal heads who are American army offi- 
cers. The postoffices likewise are well 
‘equipped with a native force. Cubans are 
‘elready handling the island funds. The 
legal division civil affairs, which acts as 
acviser to the military governor, has a 
Cuban as its chief. General Wood has 

no pains to have the government 
fn such condition that by its own mo- 
mentum after changing hands, it can con- 
tinue to run. 

It is g@herally believed that the Ist of 
'Maiy or the Ist of June at latest will se’ 
the flag of the single star, the ‘‘bandera”’ 
of Cespedes and Marti and Maceo replace 
the glorious Stars and Stripes. While it 
will cause a pang to every American to 
gee their flag lowered to any other, yet 
we would not see it waving if it car- 
ried the slightest stain of dishonor. The 
fag that rose so proudly over Morro and 
Cebana anc wherever the scarlet and gold 
of Spain had floated for 400 years, will go 
when it has fufilled its trust, to return— 
who can say? 

Protection Will Not Be Withdrawn. 

Yet hot-entirely-will Cuba: be-left 
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TOMAS ESTRADA PALMA, 
An American Citizen, Who Is Pres- 
ident of Cuba. 
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beneath it on certain reservations a few 
loyal sons, reservations made necessary 
for the safety of Cuba itself, as well as 
the interest of the United States. 
Columbia barracks will not be dismant- 
lea for some time yet, and doubtless will 
continue a permanent military post.

Much Americen money has been 
left in the island, not alone with the ho- 
tel keepers, but with the cigar stores, fan 
stores, pawnshops, curio dealers, ped- 
djers and street merchants. Panama hats 
have been the fad, these from $ to $50 
finding ready purchasers. I saw one 
panama hat that could be rolled up and 
held in the hand entirely concealed, show- 
ing, the excessive fijeness of the fiber.

An ar- 
tist had done both, and the sweet girlish 
face and figure were carefully studied. 
Personally and individaully she would at- 
tract all who come within her influence, 
and Americans were cnly too proud to see 
exemplified in this dainty girl the 
Gaughter of the chief magistraie.

ON MOUNTAINEERS 


Large Congregation Hears President of 
d. 3. Greene College. 


MOONSHINERS ARE DEFENDED 


Tells Hearers at Central Congrega- 
tional Church of Interesting 
‘Characteristics of the Moun- 

tain People of North 
Georgia.

The lif2 of the Georgia mountaineer 
was graphically depicted in a new and 
satisfactory light by the Rev. C. C. 
Spence, A. B., president of the J. S&S. 
Green college at Demorest, Ga., in a 
sermon at the Central Congregational 
church yesterday morning. 

In his sermon Mr. Spence depicted the 
mountaineer as a man of good inorals, 
despite the practice of ‘‘moonshining’’—a 
man who is scrupulously honest, _reli- 
gious and independent. In relation to 
the wholesale illicit distilling of whisky 
in the mountains, Mr. Spence said that 
there were, in many instances, extenuat- 
ing circumstances in favor of the ‘‘moon- 
shiner.’”” Mr. Spence was very explicit 
in his denunciation of whisky, and did 
not in any way condone the offenses of 
the mountaineers, but he showed that 
there was very little money in the moun- 
tains—some families not seeing as much 
as $10 in a year—while their taxes were 
imposed, which had to be paid, and there 
were other expenditures absolutely essen- 
tial to keeping body and soul together. 

In relation to the college of which he 
is president, Mr. Spence stated that after 
many vicissitudes and tribulations, prin- 
cipally of a financial nature,. the hand of 
Providence had faithfully guided those in 
charge of the college, and now under the 
supervision of the Congregational church 
it is on a firmly established basis, and 
has won the loyalty and affection of the 
mountaineers, among whom it has ac- 
complished untold good. 

‘Mr. Spencer’s sermon was, in substance, 
as follows: 

“I have no set speech prepared, and I 
am going to speak as one friend to an- 
other. I am here at the invitation of 
your pastor to represent, on this occa- 
sion, Green college, of Demorest, Ga, I 
wish I had time to tell you the history 
of the college, which is the only school 
in the south, or the United States, that 
ever employed seven college graduates 
as teachers before there were any pupils 
matriculated. A woman in this city at 
the time said she was anxious to see 
“the school with a corps of teachers and 
no pupils.”” She went there and saw 
over one hundred matriculated tn the 
first hour. We had no school bell at that 
time, and somebody suggested that we 
hang up a big circular saw and rap it 
with a hammer, to answer the purpose 
of a bell. I have a friend here in At- 
lanta who afterwards gave us a bell 
with the sweetest tone I have ever heard. 
Let me call that friend’s name—Captain 
Bob Lowry. ; 

Asleep Fifty Years. 

“Our mountain people. have just been 
aroused. They have been asleep for fifty 
years. It is a ‘treat to go to their fire- 
sides and hear them talk about education. 
One of them said to me, and Re got the 
quotation out a ttle incorrectly, ‘Why 
in twenty years hence, in Georgia, a boy 
without an education will be ‘‘a hewer of 
water and a bringer of wood.’’’ There 
are three classes of mountaineers—the: 
good, the better and the best. They are 
honest, good and independent. Thefr in- 
dependence, especially of those who are 
in impoverished circumstances and who 
have at soni® time.been better off, is strik- 
ing. They say to me, ‘Brother Spence, 
we'll come to your school if you will gfve 
There are no keys 
on the smoke houses among the mountain- 
eers, and a tramp never goes by unfed. 
A newspaper published recently an ac- 
count of the shocking habfts of the moun- 
taineers. It told of twenty persons eating 
from the same dish. That is a slander 
on our mountain people. In relation to 
the article one mountaineer said to me, 
‘Brother Spence, what next?’ In regard 
to moonshine whisky they do not know 
that there's harm in making ft. Do not 
misunderstand me; I have no use for 
whisky and I do not believe In it. But 
tax days are coming and other expensés 
have got to be met. Some fiamilies go 
through a whole year without seeing more 
than $ or $10. Many a man who abuses 
whisky would, like the moonshiner, keep 
his still if there was not danger of his 
being caught. Do not be too hard on 
the moonshiner; put yourself fn his place. 
At one time in the mountains a man said 
to me, “See that thing curling up yon- 
der, And that? (pointing) and that? and 
he showed me the smoke ansing from no 
less than thirteen distilleries. The way to 
reach the moonshiner is through his chil- 
dren—by educating them. 

“IT was writing a letter one day when 
the door opened and a little boy came in 
with a bundle. I told him to wait a few 
moments for mé, as I was busy writing. 
He waited a minute or two and then he 
seemed to think I was writing too much 


and he came over and touched me on the

‘when it’s not running me.’ It developed 
that he wanted to enter school. I told 
him that it cost something to take a 
little boy in ‘the school] and he answered,

your way with?’ I asked. ‘One little 
spotted steer,” he answered. I saw that 
man yesterday and TI said to him. ‘Jim. 
can I Yell that “‘little steer’’ story down in 
Atlanta?” He answered, ‘Yes, sir. but I 
want vou to be exceedingly careful how 
you tell it.’ 

“While I was driving one day I saw a 
young woman who was plowing a black 
ox. She was near a little hut where a 
sick man was lying. I went into*the hut 
and the sick man told me that it ws his 
daughter who was plowing. I asked him 
if I could take her over and put her in 
the. school and educate her. After she 
had been fn the school three weeks she 
passed the examination for the aaademic 
department, and before the next term 
was over she passed the examination for 
the collegiate department with no less 
tha® 97 3-4 per cent. She went on through 
the freshman class and the whole col- 
lege, and graduated, taking either first 
or second honor, I cannot femember 
which, for her class. After that young 
woman had graduated she was asked to 
go to China as @ missionary. She said to 
me, ‘I fink that I am already a mis- 
sionary ahd my mission is to make a 
softer bed for my old bed-ridden father.’ ”’ 

A large congregation fille® the church 
yesterday to hear Mr. Spence and an at- 
tractive musical programme was r@ider- 
ed.. After Mr. Spence had concluded his 
sermon $200 was raised for the J. S. G8een 
college by voluntary contribution.

MONG the interesting things writ- 
A ten about Atlanta or well-known 

Atlanta people, none will be read 
with greater appreciation than an article 
contained in the April number of The 
Ladies’ Home Journal commentihg on a 
unique and beautiful philosophy ascribed 
to Mrs. Dr. B. L. Connally.

MASS MERTING T0 
REJUVENATE FAIR 


Directors and Citizens Will Meet in 
Council Chamber Today. 


MAY RAISE GUARANTEE FUND 


J. M. High Opposes Reopening of the 
Race Track! Question and Gives 
His Reasons. 


There will Be a mass meeting of the 
stockholders of the Southern Interstate 
Fair Association, as well as the merchants 
and citizens of Atlanta generally, in the 
council chamber at 11 o'clock this morning 
to discuss the advisability of holding a 
fair in Atlanta this fall. 

On Saturday H. H. Cabaniss called a 
meeting of the fair association stockhold- 
ers, and at the same time Mayor Mims 
issued an invitation to the general public. 

Just what steps will be taken at the 
meeting is not known. but it is probable 
that an effort will be made to raise a 
popular subscription of sufficient propor- 
tions to guarantee the payment of all pre- 
miums. If this can be done the directors 
will undertake to hold a fair. Yf not, the 
project will be abandoned. The directors 
and stockholders of the fair association 
are already liable for about $3.000 of debts 
imeurred during the fair of last fall and 
are unwilling to put up any more money. 

In his communication to the public, 
Mayor Mims states that one of the pur- 
poses of the meeting will be to discuss the 
question of establishing a mile track. It 
is, however, improbable that this phase 
of the subject will come up. However, 
several members of the Evangelical Min- 
isters’ Afwsociation, anticipating a reopen- 
ing of the question, have indicated their 
intention of attending the meeting and 
opposing an effort to bring the matter 
before council again. v 

High Opposes Track. 

In his connection, J. M. High, a member. 
of the fair association and one of those 
who spoke against the Key ordinance 
in council, has written the following state- 
ment on the subject in which he expresses 
the hope that the matter will be allowed 
to rest where it is. He also states that 
he opposes the horse show as an adjunct: 
to the fair: 

To The Atlanta Constitution: I notice 
{in The Constitution of today that the 
Hou. I. Mims, mayor of the city, has is- 
sued a call for a meeting to be held in the 


council! chatider on Monday morning at 


11 o’clock for the vourpose of discussing 
with the board of directors of the South- 
ern Interstate Fair Association the ad- 
visability of holding a fair this fall and 
also for the purpose of taking action upon 
the yement to erect a mile Yice track 
at the ¢xposition park. As a member of 
the Southern Interstate Fair Association 
and as a merchant in the city of Atlanta 
I am opposed to the reconsideration of 
the race track scheme, which was defeat- 
ed in council fairly on last Monday. 

As to the holding of the fair as it was 
held last year I am seriously opposed to 
putting up any money for such a show. 
If the people of Atlanta are willing to put 
up enough money for an exhibition of the 
wonderful resources of the south and 
more especially of Georgia and the city 
of Atlanta, I would cheerfully indorse 
such a movement. but to take all the 
donations that were given last year for 
the purpose of holding simply a horse 
show, I do not think it advisable, for 
the simple reason that it does not please 
or draw anything to Atlanta. To hold a 
first-class annual fair without the demor- 
alizing effects of racing, and make the 
same attractive as tvell as instructive to 
the people who attend, the same would be 
a success, and even if it did lack a little 
of paying out it would eventually be for 
Atlanta’s good, and she cotild afford to 
donate for such a purpose liberally. 

To the citizens of Atlanta who consider 
for a moment the legalizatfon of gam- 
bling right herején our midst, which would 
be extremely demoralizing to the School 
of Techrology and to the boys who.are in 
the Hiz": school, as well as the dry goods 
clerks, banking and insurance men—to 
place such temptations before this class 
of young and even middle-aged men would 
be, in my opinion, a crime unpardonable 
and giving a blow to Atlanta that it 
would take many generations to recover 
from. 

The expositions that were held here in 
1881 g@nd 1895 wee very beneficial to the 
city. As a man coming in constant touch 
with the patrons of the fair, I must say 
that I have heard many expressions of 
dissafisfaction arising from recent fairs. 

Hoping that every man who has At- 
lanta’s good at heart vAlM attend that 
meeting tomorrow and that the couffil 
who so boldly stood up for the right on 
last Monday will not change their votes 
unless they are thoroughly convinced that 
they made a mistake in doing right, I am, 
yours very truly, J. M. HIGH.

To take his eyes from 
the motor wheel for an instant might 


mean serious accident, or even death, to 
the rider.’’

He Is Well Pleased with 
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Manager Eddie Pabst, of the Atlanta 
team, passed the day yesterday inspect- 
ing the ball park and analyzing the rec- 
ords cf the men under contract with At- 
lanta the coming season. 

A number of the men are known to the 
yanager personally, while work each of 
the others has done is before him. His 
study of his team was but a cursory one 
Saturday. Yesterday he had more time 
and better advantage and last right after 
completing his inspection Manager Pabst 
remarked:

If I can’t get a dozen good 
bal] players out of that bunch there is no 
uge in trying the trick outside the big 
league. There are men on that roll who 
can hold a hand in the big leagues., We 
have fast fielders, hard hitters and good 
fase runner@ here. Those three tuings are 
essential in the game of bali and I am 
satisfied that with a little training. the

“My first inspection of the park was

“Of course, we all know King Bailey.

ITZSIMMONS has practically de- 
clined to meet Jeffries before the

He Replies Warmly to Commissioner 
of Education Glenn. 


Hon. Mark Johnston, in reply to Com- 
missioner Glenn’s recent public utter- 
ances, gives out the following statement: 

“Commissioner Glenn seems to be a lit- 
tle worried over the manner in which he 
is being dealt with as a public official. 
He was kind enough to advise me on our 
casual meeting a few days since not to 
abuse him if 1 wished to :nake votes. If 
I am any judge of such things, his late 
utterances smack of billingsgate. 1 think 
he had best take some of his own medi- 
cine. 

“As for me, I have nothing to retract. 
‘Let the galled jade wince, my withers 
are unwrung.’ He may play with the 
figures and charge ignorance upon his 
critics, 
selves. In 1893, 72 per: cent of the children 
of school. age were in the public schools 
of this state. In 1900, six years after Mr. 
Glenn went into office, only 70 per cent 
of these children were in these schools. 
If this does not show that illiteracy is in- 
creasing in this state, then 1 have slan- 
dered him. All this, too, in the face of 
the fact that the appropriation for 190 
was $319,130 more than the appropriation 
for 1893. Let Mr. Glenn get around these 
figures, if he can, and cease dealing in 
glittering generalities. 

“AS to the statement of Mr. Glenn that 
it will cost the state $600,000 to change to 
the uniform system, he ought to know 
that’ the present system of nonuniformity 
is costing more than that sum. The book 
bill of the 484,000 children in the Georgia 
schools, if the actual facts were known, 
is double a half million doliars at the 
présent exorbitant prices of the book 
trusts. Georgia will never have a uni- 
form text-book system until she elects a 
school commissioner in sympathy with 
such a measure. 

“Who is so ‘untrustworthy’ as he who 
knowingly misquotes? I have said noth- 
ing in any of my public utterances about 
the ‘stamp account’ of the commissioner's 
office. I affirmed that Georgia was pay- 
ing annually for school supplies, $71,028.07; 
for postage, $10,282.97. 

“This is about 5 per cent of the entire 
appropriation. Let Mr. Glenn explain as 
he will, these are the facts. and he need 
not attempt to dodge them by calling 
postage ‘stamp account.’

HE WILL PROBABLY ACCEPT 


Call Was Made Yesterday at Enthu- 
siastic Meeting of the Congre- 
gation—Is Unanimous. 


Dr. S. Y. Jameson, secretary of the 
state mission board of the Georgia Bap- 
tist convention, yesterday received a tele- 
gram from Griffin informing him that’ the 
congregation of the First Baptist church 
of that city had extended to him a call 
to fill the pastorate of the church recent- 
ly made vacant by the resignation of 
Rev. Joseph L. Gross. 

For some time prominent Baptists in 
Atlanta have known that it was the in- 
tention of the First Baptist church of 
Griffin to call Dr. Jameson, and in their 


opinion it is quite {kely that Dr. Jame- 
son will accept. This has* been talked 
quite freely, and yesterday gentlemen 
who are in close tovch with Dr. Jameson 
were positive in the prediction that he 
would accept the call. 

Dr. Jameson, when seen by a represen- 
tative of The Constitution, declined to 
make any statement other than that he 
had received the call. He said: 

“Yes, I was notified of the call today, 
but I am not prepared to make a state- 
ment concerning it. I am, of course, still 
in the employ of my board and I shall 
certainly have nothing to say of this 
matter until they have taken it up.” 

The state mission board meets Tuesday 
and it ig understood that at that time 
Dr. Jameson wil! tender his resignation. 
As to whether or not it will be accepted 
no one can say. The board has, of 
course, heard nothing officially concern- 
ing the matter, and none of its members 
would make a statement in reference 


to it. 

When the former pastor of the First 
Baptist church of Griffin, Rev. Joseph 
L. Gross, resigned the pastorate to ac- 
cept a call to Selma, Ala., the church 
appointed a committee to select a suc- 
cessor to him. This committee met Fri- 
day night and unanimously selected Dr. 
Jameson. Phe recommendation of the 
committee was approved at an enthusi- 
astic meeting of the congregation yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Jameson is one of the best kno 
pastors in the city. He has a host 
friends in Atlanta who would a 
regret to see him leave.

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Every seat was filled in the First Bap- 
tist church yesterday morning and extra 
chairs were placed in the aisles. The pvas- 
tor. Rev. Dr. Landrum, preached on the 
heroic confidence of Job, based on Job, 
xiii, 18—“"Though he slay me, yet will I 
trust in him.’’ He said in part: 

“The tragedy of Job grapples with a 
great question, namely, why are the in- 
nocent called upon to suffer, while the 
guilty too often escepe? One after an- 
cther the friends of the patriarch of Uz 
1epeat the commonplaces of their creed. 
It a:founts’® simply to this; God is just 
and punishes the wicked and rewards the 
1ighteous in this present life. If any man 
suffers it is because he deserves It, and 
ihat is the gist of the matter of divine 
providence. It was the doctrine of their 
age and country, the popular Arabian 
theory of the divine government. Eliphaz, 
the grave and dignified patriarchal chief- 
tain, the man of practical wisdom and 
large charity; Bildad, the man of prece- 
dent and tradition; Zophar, the narrow, 
bitter and unreasoning conservative, 
preach the same doctrine. Persona! suf- 
fering. they say, is the punishment of 
rersonal sins. Sometimes this is so, but 
not always. Job did not suffer on ac- 
ecunt of sin. 

‘‘Another theory of suffering on the 
pert of the children of God is advanced 
py Elihu, the ‘daysman,’ or mediator, be- 
tween Job and his condoling friends. He 
affirms that God’s purpose is not putiph- 
ment. but chastisement, discipline, purifi- 
caution, education into a richer experience 
and a nobler life, and so not wrath, but 
love, brings about sufferings to God's 
servants. 

“There is atill a third theory of suffer- 
ing whicn is neither punishment on the 
ene hand nor purification on the other. 
Suffering comes to unveil character, to 
Cisclose the real motives and purpose of 
one’s inner self; it brings about a demon- 
stration of the powers ot God under con- 
ditions most adverse and distressing a3 
seen in the indestructible integrity of 
those who trust Him.” 
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A very large congregation was present 
to hear the first sermon of Rev. Walter 
Lingle. His subject was “Effectual 
Prayer.” He showed that the conditions 
were the character behind the prayer, 
and its earnestness. God has nowhere 
provided to answer any other kind of 
prayer, but He does answer when the 
conditions are complied with.

Dr. McFerrin again occupied. the pulpit 
last night at 7:45 o’ch@k. His subject 
was, “Memory; Its #mmortality; Its 
Function in the Future Punishment of the 
Wickeé.’’ The sermon was an able ex- 
position of many truths. 

The meeting i) continue throuvehout 
this week, conducted by Dr. McFerrin 
and Dr. Byrd. Services will be held at 
10:30 o'clock in the morning and 7:45 
o'clock at night. Dr. Byrd will preach 
this morning and Dr. McFerrin will oc- 
cupy the pulpit tonight. 
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Baptist church yesterday morning. The 
astor, Rev. John E. White, preached on 
‘Righteousness—the Christian’s Hunger 
and Thirst.’’ The text was taken in 
Matthew, v, 6: ‘Blessed are they that 
do hunger and thirst after righteousness, 
for they shall be filled.”” He said in 
part: 

“There is a difference between dissatis- 
fatiion and unsatisfaction. The unsatis- 
fied Christian is the happitest Christian. 
Hunger is the symptom of health. The 
mother marks with joy the babe’s mani- 
festation of appetite. When God sees a 
Christian hungry for a revival of religion 
he says ‘blesscd.’ Hungering and thirst- 
ing after righteousness is expressive of 
an intense longing for God’s kingdom in 
us and in the world. The saints who 
h°ve walked most with God, hungered 
and thirsted for Him. 

‘‘Now the righteousness of Christ is set 
before us in the Sermon on the Mount 
in its negative aspect. ‘Except your 
righteousness exceed the righteousness of 
the scribes and Pharisees.’ Christ said 
to His disciples, ‘Ye shall in no wise 
enter into the kingdom.’ The scribes and 
Pharisees represented the standard of 
religious righteousness in that day. The 
state of public morals always adjusts it- 
self to the stendards of church life. They 
played with Ten Commandments. The 
people played at morals. ‘Like priest-like 
people,’ they split the law up in petty iIn- 
terpretation:. 

“The righteousness of Christ is three- 
fold, and it roots in the heart. 

“Christ pleads today for men and 
women who have only one code of life— 
who are not one thing in church and 
another in a meeting of citizens. Relig- 
ion that on Sunday looks toward God's 
kinedom of righteousness for the heathen 
world and then on Mondav squints toward 
Satan’s kingdom for the home prescient 
is the religion that in another age di- 
vorced morality from religion and called 
out the wrathful denunciation of God, 
‘Woe unto vou, hypocrites.’ Against that 
I warn you and for the true, genuine, 
downright, unequivocating sacrificing 
manhood of faith anti consistency I plead 
with every one of you.” es

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“Spiritual Manhood: or, Is Christianity 
Intended Only for Women and Children?” 
At St. Luke. vesterday morning, Rev. C. 
&, Wilmer, rector, preached on the above 
topic. taking the text, I. Ccrinthians, xvi, 
13, 14: ‘‘Watch ye, stand fast in the 
faith, quit vou like men, be strong, but 
all that ve do be done in love.’’ The rec- 
tor said in ne 
'“Men are in the minority in the church, 
Why is this? Partly, no doubt, the 
church is to blame. The. pulpit is often 
lacking in intellectual courage and in 
intellectual honesty. It fails oftentimes 
to present the true Christian. ideal, which 
is neither the stoic conception of mascu- 
linity. mor is it confined to feminine pos- 
sivitv but fuses both into one. Love is 
perhaps generally confounded with emo- 
tionalism or persona! affection instead of 
that virile principle that refoiceth in 
the truth. Other reasons why men are 
not in the church in .arger proportion are 
to be found in men themselves. They 
are surrounded by temptations from 
which women are largely shielded Rut 
chieflv the reason ts to be sought In the 
nature] desire, stronger in men thar in 
worren, to be independent. Christianity 
teaches manliness—eives the prrfcet man 
for a model—its ideal is strength— 
‘uit vou like men, be strong,’ but 
it also teaches depend=n“e on God. ‘My 
grace ia sufficient for The?; my strength 
is made perfect in weakness.’ The stoic 
rejoiced in being sufficient unto himself. 
The Christian says, ‘I live by faith in the 
Son of Ged. I am erucified with “hrist. 
neverthieless I live. yet not I. but Christ 
liveth in me.” Which is right? Abso- 
lute independence is for finite beings im- 
possible. We depend momentarily on air 
and om food. In the same way our 
spiritual natures live In God. If a ran 
is too proud to prav. whv can't he be too 
proud to eat orto breathe? It is af‘er all 
a question of honest acknow!>+tqment cf 
a fact, we do depend on G»!. That is the 
onlv true independence. The man depen- 
dent on God is the man you can depend 
on to be no slive to men or things.”’ 
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Dr. Broughton preached toa Tabernacle 
crowded with people last night. His sub- 
ject was: “Chickens Coming Home To 
Rocst—Sowing and Reaping.” His text 
was: ‘‘Whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.”’ He said in part: 

“This is a solf-evident text. Nature and 
history alike establish its truth. The 
world is held together by this great law. 
If a nation plants vice, it may expect to 
reap vice. France suppressed the Bible 
and reaped hell. Bloody revolution after 
revohution has characterized her history 
éver since. Immorality, impurity and 
social degradation is a part of her sad 
reaping. Ten thousand dead infants were 


-fishied out of the sewer pipes of Paris in a 


bit over a year’s time. This law works 
in Atlanta. We plant saboons and reap 
drunkards, orphaus and death. 

“We throw open the city to gambling 
on horse races; we reap the most excit- 
ing, and et the same time degrading form 
of gamblers and gambling. Some of us 
know what this means in this citv. Thank 
God for the action last Monday of our 
city council. We want the community to 
reméember who these \ere that favored 
throwing open our city five months in the 
year to the most notorious blacklegs in 


all the earth.”’ 


went on to name 
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“If the state fair is dependent upon 
gambling for its success, then it ought to 
fail.”’ 

This sentiment was expressed by Dr. 
A. R. Holderby at Moore Memorial 
church‘ yesterday morning, in allusion to 
the published statement of some of the 
fair directors that the enterprise would 
result in failure because of the defeat 
of the pool selling ordinance. 

Dr. Holderby expressed gratification at 
the action of the city council last Mon- 
day afternoon and urged the church to 
back up that action. He characterized 
the statement of.the fair directors as a 
“most humiliating confession.”’ 

The remarks of Dr. Holderby follow: 

“Before announcing my text I wish to 
say that I am thankful to God for put- 
ting it into the heart of the city council 
to defeat the ordinance which looked to 
pool selling at Piedmont park. 

“In doing this the city has cleared itself 
of the awful stigma of giving license to 
gambling. Betting on horse racing is 
gambling pure and simple. It is just as 
respectable to bet on ecards as it is to bet 
on horse racing. 

“And now ccmes the cry from the other 
fide that the state fair will fall through 
because the ple will net be allowed to 
gamble. Well, this is a most elt 
confession. It shows the weakness 0 
the cause. If the state fair is dependent 
upon gambling for. its success, then it 
ought tv faill. 

“Pool selling is gambling, and it is 2 
sin and a great sin, and no Christian 
man has the right to encourage such a 
scheme of the devil for making money 
to support any institution of the city. 
have as much right to support my church 
institutions by gambling as the city has. 
It is all-wrong and Wicked, and every 
moral man knows it fs wickéd and dis- 
honest to gamble in any way.. God has 
spoken against it and the supreme court 
ras declared that it is hurtful to good 
morals. : 

“No amount of legislation or respecta- 
ble indorsement can make gambling any- 
thing other than aj‘debauching and vil- 
lainous sin. The law-of God and common 
decemecy are against the whole thing.” 
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There were three large congregations 
at the Jones Avenue Baptist church yes- 
terday. ‘ihe revival is one of deep spirit- 
ual magnitude. There has been a large 
number of aceessions to the church. Dr. 
William J. Holtzclaw baptized a number 
of persons at the Close of the services 
last night, 

Dr. J. A, Lee preached a strong sermon 
from the text Samuet if-30: ‘‘Them, that 
honor me I will honor.’”’ He said in part: 

“God is a jealous God; this He has 
sougnt to make khown down through 
the ages. He alone is God, and as such 
He expects to be honored. The believer 
should be weaned away from everything 
else except that of honoring God. This 
should be the aim of every individual 
Christian, of every home and of every 
chureh; but alas, how many strive to 
honor self and men rather than God. 
Whatever in life is for the ‘honor of God 
should be met with encouragement. 

“One way of honoring God is by pray- 
er. We love to talk and associate with 
those whom we love, and so if you 
would honor God, love Him, associate 
with Him and commune with Him: Do 
you suppose the child honors the parents 
and longs to be in their presence when 
he can go and ought to go and does 
not go to see them? We should always 
take deHght in calling upon them and 
thereby honor them. 

‘Another way of honoring God is by 
appreciating what He thas prepared for 
us. We should ponder day by day the 
things that God has peersaee for them 
that love Him, but the greatest provi- 
sion that was made or.ever will be made 
was the plan of salyation. How God hon- 
ored man when He ve His son to die 
on the cross. Yet. there are many who 
turn their backs upon this gift. We 
Should honor the giver by accepting the 
gift. The man who. accepts of Christ 
the Son, honors God the father. You 
had better dishonor your home and coun- 
try than to dishonor God. You had 
better deny your mother, turn your back 
forever upon her than to deny your Lord 
and Master. There never was a friend 
that could think of making the provision 
that God has made for you. Time and 
again you we sought to honor men 
here below, and have never made any 
effort whatever to honor God.” 
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Father Gunn resumed his Sunday even- 
ing lectures yesterday, and announced his 
intention of speaking for some time on 
the nature and attributes of the church. 

‘Tonight,” said Mr. Gunn, “I have one 
simple thought to offer for your reflection. 
When Christ intended to estahb@sh His 
church, .had He in‘mind a plan distinct 
and definite according to which it was 
to be formed and developed? When 
Christ said to Peter, ‘On this rock I will 
ctuild my church,’ had He any precon- 
ceived design about the foundation and 
superstructure? Had He any § definite 
plan of that institution which was to 
back His revelation always and every- 
where, which was to be the depository 
and teacher of His gospel throughout all 
time, which was to perpetuate to the 
world the faith by which the Creator 
was to be saved? We are not asking 
where Or what that church is today, but 
we ask, Had Christ in mind a plan ac- 
cording to which His church was to be 
founded, and according to which it was 
to exist and to work, or did He mean to 
leave the formation .of it to the private 
judgment, to the individual tastes of His 
apostles. and their successors? If He 
meant ‘the latter, He intended to estab- 
lish a multitude of churches, and not 
one, and only one, 

“If we look at God's action in the ma- 
teria] universe, we may infer how He 
acted in establishing His church. We 
know the divine pattern He followed in 
making man; we all admit this argument 
of design in the material world: we ought 
not to hesitate to apply it to the greatest 
work of God on éarth—the church. 

“The God who-was so definite In de- 
termining the material, the size, the 
shape of the ark which was to save Noah 
and his family from the flood, was He to 
be less painstaking in determining the 
framework and structure of that other 
ark which was to carry souls to heaven? 
If He was so careful in prescribing creed, 
precept and priesthood in the old law, 
was He not to be equally careful with 
those of the new? 

“T shall apply these principles later 
on. 
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Mrs. Mims, the first reader, read as Bi- 
ble selections Revelation i, 1-8, Revela- 
tion ill, 14, 21 and 22, Revelation vii, 9-17.
